Delay in Getting Ambulance. 
Maj. Nofman Comfort told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter at Maxwelton that, when 
the city hospital was called by telephone, 
a few minutes after the Mghtning stroke, 
the son in charge at the hospital re- 
fused to send ambulances for the in- 
jured men, because the camp was not 
within the city Ilimits. He persisted in 
this refusal, Comfort said, and the of- 
ficers had to call Mayor Kiel’s house and 
get the Mayor to telephone a special or- 
der to the hospital, before the ambu- 
lances were started. This caused a de- 
lay of a half-hour, Comfort said. 


The men who were killed were on duty 
in the guard tent, which is in front of 
the guardhouse. Sergt. Davis, who was 
in command of the guard detail, was 
seated at a desk and put his hand up to 
steady the swaying and dripping tent, 
just at the lightning came. He and 
Carroll, who was also in the tent, were 
killed instantly and Trump died within 
a few minutes. Examination of their 
bodies showed marks of the lightfiing 
on the top of Davis’ head and on his 
right foot, on Carroll's chest and 
Trump's shoulder. The bodies of Trump 
and Carroll were blackened. 


The guard tent was not demolished, 
and the prisoners in the guardhouse 
near by were not injured. The large 
assembly tents of the Y. M. C. A. and 
the Knights of Columbus were blown 
down, and their libraries and musical 
equipment, used for the entertainment 
of the guardsmen. were damaged. 


Injured Tell of Experience. 
Pulmotors, sent by the Laclede Gas 
and United Railways companies, were 
wsed in unsuccessful efforts to resuscl- 


tate the men killed. 


The three injured men who were con- 
scious were able to tell but little of 
their experience. Yeager, who is ‘tne 
regimental mechanic, said he was in his 
tent, next to the Y. M. C. A. tent, and 
was getting out a pair of shoes to lend 
them to a comrade, when he was pros- 
trated by the electrical shock. Duns. 
ford said he was on duty in front of 
the guard tent. There is a bruise on 
top of his head, which is believed .o 
be from the lightning, thus accounting 
for the injury to his eyes. His ears 
were also burned. 


Lohkamp said he was asleep in his 
tent, and did not know he had been 
hurt until his comrades aroused him. 
Burns appeared on the inside of his 
ears. 


Private Michael M. Paprocky of I 


Company and Privates Jack Allen and 


Larry Forgus of F Company were 
shocked, but were not thought to be 
seriously injured. They were found 
when an examination of the wrecked 


Camp was made this morning. They are 


being treated at the camp hospital. 

The last rites of the Catholic Church 
were performed for the fatally injured 
men by the Rev. Thomas D. Kennedy. 
Chaplain of the regiment. The regiment- 
al flag at the camp was at half mast 
today. 

The wooden stock of several rifles 
were cracked by the force of the light- 
ning bolt. Some of the men who were 
on duty outside laid down their guns, 
to avoid attracting lightning.

PERSHING’S MEN 
RESPEGT GERMAN 
FIGHTING ABILITY 


Realize They Have Strong Foe, 
Who Knows More Than They 
of Modern Warfare. 


ALL BRAGGADOCIO ABSENT 


Some Enlisted Soldiers Have Im- 
pression War Will End Be- 
fore They Can Get in.

AMERICAN FIELD HEADQUAR- 
TERS, in France, July 26.—Desuite uni- 
versal] eagerness to get into the trenches. 
a curious and apparently quite baseless 
impression that the war will be over 
before the American troops can open 
upon the enemy has permeated Gen. 
Pershing’s men. It exists only amonx 
the enlisted men, for the officers are not 
only better informed generally, but are 
keenly alive to the broad aspects of the 
situation and are unanimous in the be- 
lief that the end will not be in sight 
for a long time. 

Although their sources of information 
ye of the meagerest description, inas- 
much as the French newspapers mean 
nothing to them, and American papers 
have not yet reached camp, the troops 
appear to be imbued with the idea that 
the Germans are rapidly approaching 
capitulation. The feeling seemingly ‘s 
based entirely on a desire to fight the 
Germans and a fear of disappointment. 
The favorite date set for the smash- 
up of the central empires is ‘before 
ee cae maybe.”’ 


Doughboy Explains the “Dope. 
“It’s like this,’’ a sweating oo 


explained to me, diving into his noon- 
time chow in the shade of a tal] French 
poplar. “The dope we get here (what 
this dope is he did not say) goes to show 
the Boches are about all in. They’re 
sick of this war, and our being here in 
France already, though there ain't 
many of us yet, has made ’em a whole 
lot sicker. It’s true the French are pret- 
ty tired of the war, too, but the differ- 
ence is that the Germans are fighting 
with half-empty bellies, where the 
French have plenty of grub. 

“The French will have a tough time 
next winter, but they know the other 
fellows will be still worse up against 
it. I’m afraid that just about the time 
we get really on the job—I méan, when 
we know enough to take a trip over to 
their trenches with a bayonet—Bill Kai- 
ser will be yelling awful loud for peace.”’ 

To me the third most important mani- 
festation of our soldiers’ sober outlook 
on “the big bout’’ (the first two being 
their desire to fight and their theory 
about peace), is,the complete lack of 
braggadocio existing among them. The 
old spirit of bluster has vanished be- 
One American 
infantryman is no longer capable of en- 
gaging, single-handed, all the Kaiser’s 
legions. Instead, the American infan- 
tryman realizes the German is a strong 
and courageous foe, whose knowledge 
of modern warfare is, for the time 
being, considerably superior to his own. 

Scant sympathy is expressed for the 
youth who lost his hand by trying to 
prove with a hatchet that no European 
hand-grenade could hurt a soldier of 
Uncle Sam. This simple-minded en- 
thusiast’s overconfidence in American 
invulnerability gains him the honor of 
being the first permanent casualty in 
the Pershing force. 

Men Want Tobacco and Candy. 

If only the folks at home will remem- 
ber to keep him supplied with the com- 
forts of life—above all tobacco and can- 
dy, which a marine chaplain told me 
“we need badly’’—the American will be 
satisfied. 

‘Tell the people at home, who seem to 
be thinking chiefly about the welfare 
of the National Guard,”’ he said, that 
we are over here in a country where cer- 
tain brands of American smoking to- 
bacco cannot be bought at'‘any price, 
and where nobody ever heard of Amer- 
ican candy. The National Guard boys 
can ‘strol] around a corner to the near- 
est cigar or drug store and get all the 
tobacco and candy they want. We can't, 
and we will do without unless they keep 
shipping it over all the time."’ 

The most striking evidence of Ameri- 
can efficiency I have encountered at the 
camp is the house and street cleaning 
campaign the Americans instituted im- 
mediately after their arrival here. 


TEST GERMAN COURT PLASTER

Plans to force the passage of one 
the United Railways compromise or- 
dinances within three weeks have been 
made by an element of the Board of 


Aldermen ld by Alderman Scholl and 
Vice President Nathan Hall. Scholl will 
introduce a resolution in the Board ot 
Aldermen this afternoon to postpone 
edjournment for the summer vacation 
to Aug. 17, in order that one or the 
other of the bill may be passed. 

Scholl today was trying to get pledges 
of Aldermen to support his resolution. 
He said at noon that seven members 
had pledged their support to the resolu- 
tion, and that he felt sure he would get 
enough signers to adopt ihs resolution 

The Board of Aldermen, two weeks 
ago, adopted a resolution to adjourn 
today until September. The advocates 
of the speedy passage of one of the 
railway bills have brought great pres- 
sure to bear upon the Aldermen to pass 
the bill with as little delay as possible. 

Scholl's scheme to pass the bill prac- 
tically without consideration has de- 
veloped since the first public hearing 
on the proposition Wednesday night, at 
which business men, some of whom are 
interested financially in the railways 
company, urged speedy action. Mayor 
Kiel’s original plan was. to hasten one 
of the ordinances through the Board of 
Aldermen before the summer adjourn- 
ment, but he declared after the discov- 
ery of a difference between the financial 
Statement of the company to its stock- 
holders and that used by the city as a 
guide in the negotiations for a compro- 
mise, that he was going to proceed with 
deliberation. 

The Board of Aldermen also plans to 
pass this afternoon a bill authrozing a 
special election Nov. 6 to vote on a bond 
issue of $18,840,000 for municipal improve- 
ments. 


RAINFALL .73 OF AN INCH 
IN ELECTRICAL STORM 


Damage Done by 44-Mile Wind Early 
This Morning—Trees and Poles 
Blown Down. 

The electrical storm which broke over 
St. Louis at 1:30 a. m. today was accom- 
panied by a wind that reached a maxi- 
mum velocity of 44 miles an hour, and 
which did considerable damage all over 
the city to telephone poles and wires, 
while a few trees were blown down and 
many windows broken. The rainfall was 
172 of an inch, the greater part of which 
fell in the first 25 minutes of the storm. 
For awhile it had the effect of a cloud- 

burst. 

The police report 14 light poles blown 
down on Von Versen hetween Belt and 
Union avenues. Policemen were sta- 
tioned there and closed the block to pe- 
destrians on account of a tangle of live 
wires. 

At Dayton and Leffingwell the trol- 
ley wires were knocked down by a tree, 
and a passing street car escaped with 
only a few broken windows. 

In ‘other parts of the city an occa- 
gional pole and feed wire was blown to 
the street. One building was reported 
struck by lightning at Broadway and 
Destrehan, but no great damage result- 
ed. 

The storm came from the northwest 
and extended over a considerable ar 
surrounding St. Louis. It followed the 
course of the Missouri River across the 
eastern part of the State and extended 
into Illinois in the direction of Peoria.

Comparison yesterday 
ot the Associated Press list with the 
‘‘master lists’’ disclosed three additional 
errors affecting St. Louis’ first allot- 
ment. 

The ‘“‘master lists’’ show that serial 
or “‘red ink’’ number 3070 was drawn as 
the sixty-ninth number in sequence, in- 
stead of serial No. 3970 as published. 
This correction applies to the Fourth. 
Thirteenth, Seventeenth, Twenty-fourth. 
Twenty-seventh and Twenty-eighth 
Wards. 

Registrants with serial No. 1551 are 
not called for examination in the first 
allotment, as at first reported. This 
error in telegraphic transmission is cor- 
rected by the ‘master lists,’’ which 
show that serial No. 1751, and not Ne. 
1551, was drawn as sequence No. 197%. 
This change affects a registrant in each 
ward in the city and each division in 
ft. Louis County. 

The ‘‘master lists’’ also‘ eliminate se- 
rial No. 2237 from the first allotment in 
St. Louis. In télegraphic transmission 
serial No. 2237 was reportéd as sequence 
No. 287, but the “master lists’’ show it 
to be serial No. 9237, which does not ap.

Agreement Opens Doors to Them 
to Help in Building Air 
Fleet.

NEW YORK, July 27.—To carry out 
the Government program for the con- 
struction of a great airplane fieet with 
the greatest possible dispatch, the air- 
craft manufacturers have agreed to in- 
terchange their patents, to suspend all 
litigation as to patent rights during the 
war and work together to develop the 
highest manufacturing efficiency. Aft- 
er a series of conferences which were 
concluded yesterday they 


the American Aeroplane Manufacturers’ 
Association, which will be incorporated. 


The association will be under the 
supervision of the Government acting as 
a clearing house for airplane patents. 
The principal holders of these patents 
are the Wright-Martin Aircraft Co. and 
the Curtiss Airplane and Motors Cor- 
poration. The former company controls 
all the Wright and Glenn Martin pat- 
ents on airplanes and the Hispano-Sut- 
ga engine, which is used exclusively by 
the French Government in its battle 
planes. The Curtiss Airplane Co. con- 
trols the Curtiss patents. 

Half a dozen more concerns in the 
field have been licensed by either of 
the two big companies. All of them 
combined, however, cannot fulfill the re- 
quirements of the Government to buitld 
22,000 airplanes a year. The present 
capacity of the Wright-Martin company 
is less than 10 airplanes a day, although 
it expects its production will get up to 
100 a day by Jan. 1. By that time the 
Curtiss Airplane Co. will have a sim- 
lar output. 

All the big automobile manufacturing 
companies are anxious to enter the field 
to meet the Government’s necessities, 
but have been prevented from so doing 
because of the Wright-Martin and Cur- 
tiss patents. By the agreement reached 
yesterday, however, the doors. are 
thrown wide open to them. 

» Under the agreement manufacturers 
of flrcraft who are members of the as- 
sociation will pay the Wright-Martin 
Company $185 for each aircraft manu- 
factured and $40 to the Curtiss Airplane 

o. This will give them free use of all 
Patent rights of the two corporations. 
These prices are to rule until the 
Wright-Martin company shall have re- 
Peived $2,000,000 and the Curtiss Air- 
piane Co. a ike amount.

PETROGRAD, July 25, via London, 
July 27.—America should not take too 
pessimistic a view of the Russian situ- 
ation, as events are moving rapidly here 
for betterment. 


The general retreat of the Russian 
armies on the western and southwestern 
fronts, though they ‘are stronger nu- 
merically and in every way better pre- 
pared than their enemies, has caused a 
profound reaction against the radical 
Socialism held responsible for their dis- 
organization. The pro-German Bolshe- 
vikism, which pretended to have an in- 
terest in the Radical Socialists, who 
domineered some of the machine gun 
detachments, has resulted in the com- 
plete loss of democracy and in the insti- 
tution of a dictatorship in Petrograd to 
which all Russia will have to yield. 


Actual dictation is in the hands of 
Kerensky, the Premier and Minister of 
War, who fortunately is an intense dem- 
ocrat. This popular idol and all the pa- 
trictic forces are uniting to increase the 
power of his committee of public safety. 
Its first work in Petrograd will be the 
| clean- up of the Sistroretak Gun Fac- 
tory, which is'‘a.hotbed of Bolshevikism, 
though the Bolsheviki is threatening 
trouble Saturday at the burial of the 
Cossack dead of the Bolsheviki revo- 
lution. 

The Cossacks control the city. The 
army's sudden moral collapse shows the 
extent of Bolshevikism and the demand 
for peace, necessitating renewed iron 
discipline. 


Accounts of the army's dissatisfaction 
at the front are lightened by details of 
countless heroic. acts, notably those of 
the women who went to the trenches 
from here a fortnight ago. 

Selected bodies of assault and officers 
were left stranded in many places’ by 
troops who did not wait to see the en- 
emy, and fired only on other troops try- 
ing to turn them back.

PETROGRAD, July 27.—The ex- 
treme gravity of the country’s posi- 
tion in the front and rear impels 
Premier Kerensky to take the exceP-

“Grounding” of Tent by a Wire a 
Means of Protection. 

A St. Louis University instructor said 
today that it might be possible to pro- 
tect an entire encampment by a wire 
strung on high poles, extending above 
the tents and grounded at intervals. He 
compared this arrangement to that of 
the wires carrying high-tension cur- 
rents, which have a wire above them. 
grounded at frequent intervals, to pre- 
vent the interference of lightning with 
the wires bearing the electrical cur- 
rents. 

At the time a Missouri soldier was 
killed in a tent struck by lightning at 
Nevada, Mo., at the former mobiliza- 
tion for service on the Mexico border, it 
was pointed out that safety might be 
insured by the simple expedient of 
“erounding’ the tent by means of a 
wire. It is weH known that wet canvas 
is a most excellent accurnulator of static 
electricity and when in the course of a 
stcerm a cloud heavily charged with the 
electric fluid passes over there is the 
possibility of a flash and serious conse- 
quences. An ordinary wire attached to 
the canvas—it would be better if riveted— 
and with the other end buried in the 
ground, wouid prevent the accumulation 
ef static electricity and eliminate the 
danger of having the tent struck by 
lightning.

VOTE ON NATIONAL DRY 
BL WEDNESDAY NIGHT 


Adoption of Amendment in Sen- 
ate Expected by Narrow 
Margin. 


WASHINGTON, July 27.—Prohibition- 
ist leaders in the Senate today undertook 
the task of lining up their forces for 
the vote next Wednesday on Senator 
Shepherd's resolution for a national pro- 
hibition amendment to the Constitytion. 


Under an agreement reached last night, 
the Senate will begin consideration of 
the resolution Monday and finally dis- 
pose of it not later than Wednesday 
night. Its adoption by a narrow margin 
is looked for. 

A two-thirds vote of the members pres- 
ent in both Senate and House is neces- 
sary to adoption of the resolution. It 
then would have to be approved by 
three-fourths of all the states in order 
to be effective. This would require 3% 
dry states. Twenty-five already are 
classed as dry. 

Foes of prohibition consented to the 
vote in order to clear the resolution from 
the calendar, transmit it to the House 
and perhaps shift further agitation on 
the subject from Congress to the states. 
They obtained an agreement, however, 
for addition of a proviso requiring the 
states to act within six years on the 
constitutional amendment, if submitted 
to them. 

The resolution provides that: ‘‘The 
manufacture, sale or transportation of 
intoxicating liquors within, the importa- 
tion thereof into, or the exportation 
thereof from the United States and all 
territory subject to the jurisdiction 
thereof for beverage purposes are hcre- 
by prohibited.

Sometimes the temptation 
would prove too strong, and with a 
whoop the soldier would cut loose a line 
throw. 


Trying a Wide Out-Dro 
A private who or-e pitched "in the 


Southern League says he has developed 
a curve for bomb-throwing. He is ex- 
perimenting with a wide out-drop to 
wing unsuspecting foemen who seek 
shelter close to the parapets. 

‘Tomorrow there will probably be many 
sore arms and shoulders, but today the 
men enjoyed themselves hugely, for 
there was more of a game element to 
bomb-throwing than in trench-digging 
or moving around the country in heavy 
marching order.

| ALLIES RESOLVE TO PUSH WAR | 


UNTIL THEY ATTAIN OBJECTS 


Unanimous Decision of Paris Con- 
ference Which Has Been 
Concladed. 

PARIS, July 27.—The allied Powers 
yesterday concluded their conference 
after announcing a decision to continue 
the war until the object for which they 

are fighting is attained. 

Their declaration, which was made 
unanimously before separating, reads: 

“The allied Powers, more closely unit- 
ed thar ever for the defense of the peo- 
ple’s rights, particularly in the Balkan 
Peninsula, are resolved not to lay down 
arms until they have attained the end 
which in their eyes dominates all others 
—to render impossible a return of the 
criminal aggression such as that where- 
of the central empires bear the respon- 
sibility.’’ 

There was unanimous agreement on all 
décisions reached during the meetings. 
The Ministers of departments affected 
will meet in London to draw up the 
executive measures. 

The entente Powers decided to with- 
draw their troops as soon as possible 
from ancient Greece, Thessaly and 
Epirus (where they were sent when the 
trouble with King Constantine arose.) 


GERMANS AGAIN ASKED 10 
GIVE GOLD T0 GOVERNMENT 


Daily Recurring Public Netices in 
Newspapers Evidently Producing 
Insufficient Results. 
AMSTERDAM, July 27.—The daily re- 
curring public notices printed in con- 
spicuous type in German newspapers 
entresting citizens to aid the Father- 
land by giving it their gold, evidently 
is insufficient of productive results. The 
Weser Zeitung of Bremen publishes a 
renewed appeal, complaining especially 
that the well-to-do public still fails to 
realize the situation and that all gold 

must be handed in. 

The newspaper cites examples of 
members of the German imperial and 
royal princely houses sacrificing their 
gold and jewelry, and says competent 
authorities | calculate that 300,000,000 to 
400,000,000 gold coins are being obstinately 
hoarded in Germany, while the value of 
gold ornaments is estimated at a billion 
marks. 

The Weser Zeitung says the public 
often asks whether gold cannot be 
loaned instead of given to the German 
Imperial Bank. The answer is no, be- 
cause the law demands gold as a cover 
for paper money and that it must be 
in bars or coin. The public is again 
urged to yield jewels of all kinds which 
realize good prices abroad and are most 
useful for credit purposes there. 

A frontier correspondent 
Telegraaf reports that all privately’ 
owned gold ornaments and jewelry 
in Westphalia have been requisition- 
ed and must be handed over to the 
banks. 


KANSAS CORN CROP CONDITION 
DECLINES 27 POINTS IN MONTH 


July Report Gives Standing as 51.4 
Based on 100 as Representing 
Satisfactory Growth. 
TOPEKA, Kan., July 27.—The general 
condition of Kansas corn based on 100 
as representing satisfactory growth and 
development, is 51.4, or a decline of 27 
points since the June report, according 
to the July report of crop conditions in 
the State issued here today by J. C. 
Mohler, secretary of the State Board of 

Agriculture. 

High temperatures, hot winds and lack 
of moisture are given as the causes of 
depreciation. So far as grain-making 
possibilities are concerned. adds the re- 
port, much corn is regarded as a fall- 
ure, even though assured of abundant 
moisture in the future. 

The aggregate crop of winter wheat 
in Kansas, based on threshers’ returns, 
is given in the report as 45,245,000 bush. 
els, an average of 12.8 bushels te ths 
acre.

was increased tenfold from S2300 a 
year to $25,000 a year and that the 
salaries of other officers were more 
than doubled by one sweeping action 
of the Board of Directors of the com- 


pany on Oct. 14, 1916, are among the 
statements made by Mrs. Lily Rost 
Herz, a stockholder, in q suit filed 
today in the Circuit Court asking for 
a writ of mandamus to compel the 
officers of the company to permit 
her to examine certain records and 
books of the business. 

Mrs. Herz declares that until within 
the last year the Busy Bee company, 
which operates three stores in down- 
town St. Louis, had paid its stockhold- 
ers large dividends and she seeks spe- 
cial authority to examine the cash book, 
which was closed June § of this year 
and the statement of the company's 
bank balance on July 1. She alleges that 
on July 25, when she went to the office 
01 the company she was not allowed to 
see these records. 

According to Wilbur B. Jones, attor- 
ney for Mrs. Herz, she owns &% shares 
of the Busy Bee stock, valued at $15,000 
The company is capitalized at .$150,00 
divided into 1500 sharas. rs. Herz is 
the wife of A. S. Herg of the Hers 
Oakes Candy Co., who formerly was 
manager of the Busy Bee company. 

Charges Arbitrary Management. 
In support of her petition, Mrs. oe 
alleges that W. W. Candy, nt 
of the company, whose salary she @s- 
serts was so materially increased, and 
W. E. Candy, the treasurer, have mmn- 
aged the company arbitrarily for their 
own personal profit and that they con- 
trol and dominate all the other mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors. 

She alleges that the net earnings of 
the company in 1916 were $119,083.46, de- 
claring the gross sales of the three 
stores were as follows: Broadway store, 
$236,772.88; store at 417 North Seventh 
Street, $664,638.31, and Carleton Building 
store, which was first opened Nov. 10, 
1916, $23,743.56. 

In regard to the alleged salary in- 
creases, Mrs. Herz’s statement is that 
on Oct. 13, when she went to the 
office of the company she heard that 
President Candy, without authority 
from the Board of Directors, had or- 
dered the following d@alary increase: 
WwW. W. Candy, president, from $2609 
to $25,000 a year; and the following 
from $2500 to $7500 a year: W. E. 
Candy, treasurer; William Schattgen. 
vice president; and Gilbert Candy. 
whose official position she does not 
designate.

*'?, Questions from local boards should 
never be addressed to the Provost Mar- 
shal's office, but ir®all cases should be 
forwarded to the Governor of the State. 

“3. In no ‘case will opinions or rulings 
be given on individual cases that have 
not yet been presented to the proper lo- 
cal boards." 

Reports of the first selection boards 
to fill their quotas for the selective draft 
will give the first definite information on 
probable percentage of rejections for 
physical reasons or on account of de- 
pendents. 

Ali available statistics indicate a prob- 
able rejection of One in every four for 
physical disability.

BRITISH CROP IS INCREASED 
THIS YEAR BY 347,000 ACRES 


Slight Decrease in Wheat, but Barley, 
Oats and Potatoes Show 

Increase. 

July 27.—In England and 
Wales thg increased acreage in 
wheat, barley, oats and potatoes this 
year is 347,000 acres, or about 6 per 
cent, according to official returns 
published today. These figures do 
not include enormous efforts made 
by small growers. 

The official estimate is that “the 
area of small cultivation has been 
quadrupled and this estimate prob- 
ably is below the mark as the num- 
ber of small vegetable gardens in 
England and Wales has been in- 
creased by more than half a million 
and the displacement of flowers py 
vegetables hag been general in gar- 
dens throughout the country. 

Today's figures show this year's 
acreage in England and Wales to be 
as follows:

Unofficial estimates had placed the 
increased acreage at about 30,000 
acres and in view .f climatic condi. 
ticns and labor shortage it would not 
have been surprising if these esti- 
mates had proved  over-optimistic. 
That these estimates were exceede:f 
by 47,000 acres was due largely to 
the assistance given by the war of- 
fice in lending soldiers for work on 
the land. Without such help it 
would have been impossible to avert 
a decrease from that of 1916 of at 
least 200,000 acres.

TELL OF HOSPITAL WORK 


! Rouen; Nurse 
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Two Sergeants Write of England and Journey to 


Longs for Her 


Blue Rugs. 


Interesting extracts from letters writ- 
ten by members of Base Hospital Unit 
21, American , Red Cross, the St. Louis 
unit now established near Rouen, 
France, have been furnished to the 
Post-Dispatch by the recipients of -the 
letters. , 

Mrs. George W. Delany of 4468 La- 
clede avenue, has received a letter from 
her son, Sergt. George L. Delany of the 
unit. The letter is dated June 28, and 
gives an account of incidents of the 
voyage to England and experiences in 
camp. 

“TI sleep in a tent with six other Ser- 
geants,”” he writes, ‘‘and have a cold 
bath every morning. Eat plenty of sub- 
stantial food, not fancy, and very little 
meat. We Sergeants and 16 American 
and 12 British have a separate mess 
hall, and chip in to get extras. We have 
a piano and as there are lots of good 
singers in our bunch we manage to 
have some fun. 

“The climate here is fine, very warm 
during the day but cold at night. We 
have ‘canvas cots and four army blan- 
kets, besides a mattress. 

High Praise for Blackpool. 

“In England we spent almost two 
weeks at Blackpool, the best and big- 
gest summer resort in the entire coun- 
try. It is.a wonderful place, and we 
had a fine time. There is nothing like 
it in the States that I have ever heard 
of. The English treated us fine. 

From there to this place (Rouen) it 
took four days, during which time we 
got practically no sleep and didn't even 
take off our shoes. Crossing the Chan- 
nel we stayed below decks while about 
600 horses were upon the decks above 
us. Six torpedo boats convoyed us 
across. Aeroplanes by the dozen were 
in the air when we left England. 

“We can hear the big guns at the 
front every night and sometimes the 
ground vibrates and trembles, as if 
from an earthquake. 

“We get in patients every day. Some 
of the poor fellows are literally shot to 
pieces. One just died, five minutes ago. 

“There are absolutely no men in En- 
giand not in uniform. Here in France 
vou see quite a few, but they all have 
been to the front at some time or other. 
I am learning a little French, but it is 
rather hard and we don’t get any prac- 
tice at the hospital. Have to go down- 
town and pick on someone who knows 
a little.’’ 

Delany writes that the little Catholic 
Church where he attends mass {s always 
crowded, with hundreds standing out- 
side. He writes that soldiers like candy, 
which is very scarce in France, and 
that chocolates and sweets are always 
in order. 

On a picture postcard sen: from 
Blackpool, Delaney described a base- 
ball game between the St. Louis and 
Philadeiphia units, in the terms em- 
ployed by some if his British ac- 
quaintances. He wrote: 

“It was a ripping game and we 
had a topping time—Right-o.” Not 
even the score was mentioned. 

The picture on the card showed a 
group of members of the unit to- 
gether with a number of English 
girls, wearing the campaign hats of 
the Americans. 


Letter From Sergt. Mitchell. 

A letter, relating in detail the daily 

life in France of a member of the 
unit has been received by Mrs. Rose 
P. Mitchell of 4546A Papin street 
from her son, Sergeant W. Leland 
Mitchell. The letter also tells of 
daily association in the hospital with 
Dr. Walter Fischel, giving added 
evidence of the falsity of tumors that 
Dr. Fischel had been sent back to 
the United States by the British au- 
thorities. 
Mitchell also describes the two famous 
churches of Rouen, the Cathedral and 
the Church of St. Ouen. Roven is the 
historic capital of Normandy, and was 
the scene of the imprisonment and 
martyrdom of Joan of Arc. He writes: 


“On Sunday three of us went to Rouen 
and went irito the Cathedral. It is still 
more enormous than St. Oven, but St 
Quen is my favorite. We soon left the 
Cathedral, passed the place where 
Jeanne d'Arc was condemned, which is 
marked by two great carved stone tab-

arrived in the Cathedral as they were 
having vespers. I cannot describe the 
service—pens better than mine could 
never do it justice. There was no speak- 
ing at all. Everything was music. We 
stood in the rear, and far, far up at the 
altar, we could plainly hear the choir 
boys chanting to the music of a small 
organ. They stopped and a distant 
voice took up the song. It came closer 
and closer, more voices chimed in until 
the place fairly rang with music. 

‘Then slowly the music died down un- 
til only one voice was singing, and 
finally it gt« »ed and only the distant 
shrill of the i..tle organ could be heard. 
Then all at once the mammoth organ at 
our end pealed forth, louder and louder, 
until the very columns shook with the 
mighty rumble. 

Worshipers in Silent Prayer. 

“Slowly the music died down and 
again the voices took up the song. At 
this time many priests issued from the 
various nooks about the altar and step- 
ped out on the rostrum. Then came 
the bishop (I suppose), who wore a high 
gold mitre. They all did various cere- 
monial performances, while little bells 
chimed, then quietly they all disap- 
peared. The music ceased and there 
was absolute quiet for a little while, 
during which time the congregation 
knelt in silent prayer. Then the big 
organ burst forth with a martial se- 
lection and the mass of people slowly 
rose and walked over worn flags to tho 
doors. 

“After the services the three of us 
climbed clear to the top of the Cathe- 
dral. It was like roaming about an old, 
old mythical castle. The stained glass 
windows, the arches, the statues, all 
fitted in to make a perfect picture. 

“We are now very well established. 
It does get cold at night, though. ~ 1 
had to get up very early ths morning 
and my great coat (British term for 
overcoat) felt splendid. It rains every 
day, then the sun comes out and it 1s 
beautiful for the rest of the day. We 
have a separate sergeants’ mess and we 
chip in 5 francs a month and get some 
extras, and all told, we are quite well 
fed. But we all crave sweets. Candy is 
very expensive, so now and then we in- 
vest a few centimes in toffee, as it is 
called. We would call it taffy—rather 
a poor substitute for candy, but it sat- 
isfies. 

‘‘Maj. Fischel has treated me very 
nicely since we have been here. He is 
in command of my division and | am, 
from a military standpoint, next in com- 
mand. He and I make rounds together 
every morning.’ 


Nurse Writes of Trials and Joys. 

Miss Harriet Carfral, formerly of thc 
Missouri Baptist Sanitarium starf of 
nurses, now a nurse of the hospital 
unit, has written to Miss Mable Gra. 
of 5601 Kingsbury court telling of her 
present surroundings, as follows: 

“We are in a beautiful place, out in 
a forest. The weather is fine—had a 
few summer days, but very cool morn- 
ings and evenings. We are wondering 
what will become of us in the winter, 
working in tents and living in just 
boarded huts—no sign of heat any- 
where. The British people tell us the, 
had the hot water freeze in the bag in 
bed last winter, and while washing in 
the morning the rag would turn to ice 
while they were using it. Can't you 
see us in January? 

“None of us can wear the shoes we 
brought—our feet have grown so large. 
We all had to turn our cameras in at 
to await our return, so it 
did not do much good to have one. We 
are nicely housed for summer; each 
has a little room. We have to have aii 
lights out at 10:3 

“How I have wished for my blue rugs 
and some of the pillows, and a few 
of my pictures, instead of al these silly 
clothes that we cannot wear. We go 
out in uniform and have no use for 
anything elee, but my trunk is filled 
with things I wish were at the bottom 
of the sea. 

“We are all very happy together. [If 
you could see us with our pitchers 
going to the tap—we look like dairy 
maids. Tell everybody who asks for 
me that T am glad I came and only 
wish a few more of my friends were

The regiment had been camped at 


TOUS, SAY PARENTS 


Louis G. Frumson Charged With 
Disseminating False Report of 
Death in Hospital Unit. 


Louis G. Frumson, 23 years old, of 5027 
Von Versen avenue, who was arresed 
yesterday afternoon by agents of the 
Department of Justice on a charge of 
violation of the espionage act and re- 
leased on $1000 bond, expected to enter 
the medical corps of the army upon the 
completion of his medical course next 
year at St. Louis University, his par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Herman Frumson, 
today told a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

They said they were unable to account 
for the charge against their son, whic 
was that, on July 18, In a barber sho 
he said he had received information in a 
fetter from France that one member of 
the Washington University Hospital 
unit had been killed and apother in- 
jured in service. This statement, if 
made by him, was untrue, according to 
the Federal agents, and a violation of 
the espionage act, which forbids dis- 
semination of false reports of disaster 
to American military forces. 

Young Frumson had never received a 
letter from France, his parents declared, 
and had no personal friends in the 
Washington University unit. They matin- 
tained that he had never made the state- 
ment attributed to him and that he was 
a loyal American without any pro-Ger- 
man sympathies. His parents are na- 
tive born Americans. He is a graduate 
of the Western Military Academy at 
Alton and last summer was an assistant 
scout master of the Boy Scouts. The 
uccused youth was not at home when a 
reporter attempted to get a statement 
from him. 

Shortly after the arrest of Frumson 
the Department of Justice agents issued 
a warning that false reports of disaster 
to American forces constitute a violation 
of the espionage act and have been 
found to have been started by disloyal 
persons for the purpose of discouraging 
enlistment and creating iaternal unrest. 
Persons who spread such reports are to 
be rigorously prosecuted, the warning 
said. The penalty is a fine of $10,000 or 
20 years in prison.

He held a whispered conversation with 
Ball, after which Bvl' approached his 
attorney and engageu him in conversa- 
tion.

Mix then consenteu to the immediate 
trial. He explainec his concurrence 
to the Post-Dispatci: reporter as fol- 
lows: 

“I saw that the cuge had been cut 
end dried and that tne outcome would 
te the same, no mater when it was 
tried, so I turned to Lyon and said: ‘Ail 
right, go ahead with the case. I can 
see that it has oeen fixcd, and we might 
as well lose it now <:¢ a month from 
raw.’ ”’ 

Spencer Thomas, a, attorney, testified 
that he got off the same car from which 
Mrs. Flach a‘:ghted and that he saw 
her run west towarc the eastbound 
Hodiamont ca~ which was standing at 
its stopping place. ile said a south- 
bound Hamilton car wes at its stopping 
plaee on the north side of the Hodia- 
mont tracks. He saw Ball's machine 
come south on Hamilton avenue and 
strike Mrs. Flach just south of the 
Hodiamont tracks. He at first declined 
to estimate the speed of the automobile, 
saying he was not an experi at judging 
speed, but later test.fed he thought it 
was going abou § or 34 miles an hour. 

Knocked About 25 Feet. 

Other witnesses were William J. Mur- 
ray, motorman on the north-bound Ham- 
liton car, and Lieyd D. Caldwsll, motor- 
man on the south-baund Hamilton car. 
They agreed in general with Thomas 
that Mrs. Flach was knocked about 20 
to 30 feet down the street by Ball's ma- 
chine and that the machine came to a 

op from 4 to 6 feet beyond the point 
where Mrs. Flach was lying in the gut- 
ter. 


They were not able to testfy ag to the 
sped of the automovile. They agreed 
however, that the south-beund Hodia- 
mont car had started when Mrs. FPiach 
started across the tracks, and that it 
had to slow down to avojd running into 
her. They aleo testified that Mrs. Flach 
was running toward tne Hodiamont car 
They did not hear the automobile give 
any signal, although the south-bound 
motorman clanged hig bell to warn Mrs. 
Flach of the street cars approach. 

Ball testified that his chauffeur had 
come to a full stop in the rear of the 
southbound Hamilton car and waited 
for it to start before proceeding across 
the Hodiamont tracks.

DISAPPOINTED IN 
STREET CAR DEAL 


Three Years’ Trial of Partner- 
ship Plan Brings Citizens 
to Realize That Fond 
Dream of City Ownership 
Is Far Off in Future. 


Plan Identical in Many Re- 
spects With St. Louis Pro- 
posal, but Is Even More 
Favorable Than Proposed 


Here. 


City Has 5 of 11 Members on 
Board of Directors; Gets 
Two-Thirds of Surplus 
Over 6 Per Cent Earnings. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, July 2.—Kansas City 
has been in partnerac:, with its street 
railway company thr-e hardly 
fong enough for ics cititens to determine 
the success of the pla.., but sufficiently 
long for them to realize that accom- 
plishment of their fond dream of city 
ownership is so far in the future that 
few, if any of them, will witness it. 

The Kansas City plan is identical in 
many respects with the proposed city 
pertnership plan of the United Railways 
and the Kiel administration in St. Louis. 
In many details it is more favorable to 


the city than is the proposed St. Louis 
plan, and there has been no comrlaint 
from the Kansas City Railways Co. re- 
garding its franchise. 

Following a period of receivership the 
purtnership plan went into effect here in 
July, 1914. It provided that five of the 
11 members of the board of directors 
ghould be representatives of the city and 
selected by the Mayor, and that a board 
o! control of two membcrs, one selected 
by the city and one by the company, 
should be in active control of the com- 
pany’s service and betterments. 

Capital Value $30,000,000, 

A capital value of $30,000,000 was agreed 
upon although it was realized that the 
physical value of the property was only 
$22,700,000. The remaining $6,300,000 was 
referred to as intangible value. 

The franchise provided that the com- 
pany should earn 6 per cent on $30,000,- 
000, and that the surplus should be id- 
vided, two-thirds to the city and one- 
third to the company, but that there 
should be no division of surplus until 
#6,.300,000 had been put into the property 
tc make its actual value $30,000,000. 

The franchise gives Kansas City the 
right to use its portion of the surplus 
only to reduce fares, to pay off and 
reduce capital value, or to build ex- 
tensions. Any extensions built by the 
city being held not to increase the cap- 
ftial value of the property. 

In contrast with these provisions the 
proposed St. Louis ordinance gives the 
city only four representations on a 
board of directors of 13 members, makes 
no provision for amortization of intangi- 
tle value in the agreed capital value and 
gives the city only © per cent of the 
surplus instead of 662-3 per cent. 

The provision as t® the use of the 
city’s portion of the surplus is the same 
in the Kansas City franchise and the 
proposed ordinance in St. Louis. The 
general opinion expressed by city of- 
ficiais and citizens in Kansas City, in- 
terviewed by a Post-Dispatch reporte- 
regarding the success of the plan, 
is tha “it is a good thing for the 
company,” but they say they are unable 
to see many benefits derived by the city 
which could not have been obtained 
without the objectionable features of 
the partnership being forced on the city. 
It is admitted that the railway property 
has been greatly improved under the 
partnership plan, but one high official 
eaid there had not been one improve- 
ment which had not been absolutely nec- 
essary and which the State Public Serv- 
ice Commission would not have required 
the company to make if the commission 
had been appealed to. 

City Loser tn Revenue. 

The city’s loss has been in revenue. 
Prior to the adoption of the pertnership 
plan, Kansas City collected a tax of 
8 per cent of the gross revenue of the

pany’s taxes. This gave the city a net 
revenue from the company of more than 
$100,000 a year above the company’s per- 
sonal and property tax, the amount the 
last year it was in effect being $114,000. 
Instead of $114,000 a year, the city now 
receives about $30,000 from a tax of $80 
on each car operated. 

At the end of the first three vears of 
operation under the partnership plan 
Kansas City is credited on the books 
of the company with an interest of $1,- 
195,115.36. which is the amount of sur- 
plus for the three years, the whole 
amount going toward making up the 
$6,300,000 of intangible value, or ‘“wa- 
ter’’ in the capitalization of $30,600,009. 
Under the terms of the franchise, how- 
ever, this full amount is credited to 
the city. It will ‘bé@ seen that under 
the showing or the last three years, 
a mortization of the intangible value 
will take approximately 18 years, and 
that it wifl be about 1932 before the citv 
begins to share in the surplus and be- 
gins to have an interest in the physical 
property which actually existed at the 
time of the adoption of the franchise 
The surplus of $1,195,115.36, has, of 
course, gone into betterments of the 
property, and the actual value of the 
property has come that much more 
nearer the agreed capital value of $30,- 
000,000. 


At the rate of progress of the last 
three years the city would not own a 
half interest in the property, at the 
present agreed capital value, for 45 vears 
from the date of the partnership fran- 
chise, which would be 199. The fran- 
chise expires in 1944. City offiicals point 
out that by constructing extensions, 
must be done from time to time. the 
company can and undoubtedly will in- 
crease the capital value far above the 
$20,000,000 and prevent the city ac- 
quiring contro! of the 


Mayor Edwards told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he believed the provision 
of the St. Louis ordinance making the 
Mayor, Comptroller, the President of 
the Board of Aldermen and the Director 
of Public Utilities the city’s members 
cf the United Railways board of direc- 
tors to be a particularly bad feature. In 
eddition to encouraging active partici- 
pation by the railway company in the 
city elections, he doubted the ability of 
many men elected to city offices to prop- 
erly discharge the duties of director of 
a large public. utility. 

Mayor Appoints Direstors. 

“I feel certain our plan which pro- 
vides that the city’s directors shal] } 
appointed. by the Mayor its a much 
better one,’’ Mayor Edwards said. ‘‘As 
a general thing officials who are ap- 
pointed are more competent than of.- 
ficials who are elected. It is. of course, 
possible for bad appointments to be 
made, but under our plan the terms of 
one of the city’s directors expires each 
year, and as the Mayor is elected for 
only two years, no Mayor can appoint 
more than two directors unless he is 
reelected. 

The Mayor and others interviewed 
said they did not believe the street rail- 
way company had been as active in 
politics since the adoption of the part- 
nership plan as before, but they ad- 
mitted that they had heard of cases in 
which ward bosses had been able to get 
jodDs as conductors and motormen for 
their henchmen. 

Regarding the success of the board 
of control, a Kansas City businese 
who has had long experience in con- 
trolling street railway properties. said 
that questions of extensions and service 
were by law subject to orders of the 
Public Service Commission and that the 
board of control could be nullified at 
any time by the commission, and that 
the board could perform no act which 
could not be accomplished by appeal to 
the commission if the company did not 
provide the extensions and the service 
to which the public was entitled. Rob- 
ert P. Woods, the city's member of the 
board of control, refused to discuss dif- 
ferences which had arisen from time to 
time with P. J. Kealy, president of the 
company, and the other members of the 
board. He said, however, that he had 
had to fight for all he had obtained for 
the city. 

Woods. who has had many years’ 
experience in street railway manage- 
ment, in a talk with a Post-Dispatch

Tomorrow will be Patriotic .day. Gov. Gardner 
has so designated it in a proclamation calling 


bling in city and country to consider ways and 
means of aiding in the mobilizing of all the 
available resources of the State in support of 
the nation in war. 

It is the day on which women are called to reg- 
ister for service and food conservation. Those 
who cannot serve in an activity directly connect- 
ed with war work can serve in the home or in 
their usual occupations by helping to conserve 
food or otherwise contributing to public welfare. 

The whole purpose of the meetings and regis- 
trations of the day is to awaken all the people 
to a realization of the great task of the nation— 
great not only in its vast requirements of men, 
ships, munitions, money sacrifice, but great in its 
We are battling for national 
safety, for justice and liberty and humanity in 
the world, and it is necessary that every Amer- 
ican shall enthusiastically do all that he is capa- 
ble of doing to assure success to our arms and 
aims. 

For tomorrow’s thought we cannot do better 
than submit a brief address of one of America’s 
greatest and most eloquent advocates of peace. 
William J. Bryan stands at the head of American 
leaders who have preached peace and endeavored 
to avoid this war. He forfeited the greatest 
office next to the President on account of his 
desire for peace. But Mr. Bryan now advocates 
the most vigorous prosecution of the war. In a 
signed article in the current issue of the Com- 
moner Mr. Bryan wrote: 


We Must Win. ’ 

Defeat is inconceivable—it would be inde- 
scribably unfortunate if it were possible. We 
cannot allow any foreign nation to determine 
the destiny of the United States—especially a 
nation committed, as Germany is, to arbitrary 
government and militarism. 

Neither can we afford to have our allies 
overcome—that would bring upon us the dis- 
asters of defeat or the burden of carrying on 
the war alone. 

We are in the war by the action of Congress 
—the only body authorized to take the nation 
into war. The quickest way to peace is to go 
straight through, supporting the Government 
in all it undertakes, no matter how long the 
war lasts or how much it costs. 

We Must Win. 

Any discord or division, after the Govern- 
ment has acted would prolong the war and 
increase its cost in money and men. 


We must win; that is the thought for every 


American with its corollary, what can I do to 
help win? That is the question for Missourians 


to answer tomorrow.

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THE AMERICAN WAY. 

There are two ways of looking at selective con- 
scription and this country’s participation in the 
world war. The editor of a pro-German news- 
paper in Belleville looks at it in one way. Julius 
Schultz of Akron, O., looks at it in another way. 

The Belleville editor calls draft day “Black 
Friday” and says it is “an ungodly war,” and 
the American flag is being “prostituted’”’ by the 
participation of the United States in the strug- 
gle and that millions of Americans are hostile to 
service under that flag. 

Julius Schultz (note the name) looks at it in 
a different way. He was the first man drafted 
in his district. He sent this telegram to Secretary 
of War Baker: “Will you permit me to con- 
gratulate you for conferring upon me the fiighest 
honor of an American citizen in drawing my 
number—258. I am ever ready, with the rest of 
our loyal citizens, to lay down my life if it need be 
for the great cause of world democracy.” 

Yes, there are two ways of looking at it, but 
there is only one American way, and Schultz looks 
at it that way.

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ANOTHER NAGGING COMMITTEE. 

Lincoln opposed the creation of the Committee 
on the Conduct of the War as “an unfriendly 
measure.” He not only “expressed doubts as to 
the widsom of the movement, but also fears that 
the committee might, by unfriendly action, great- 
ly embarass the executive.”’ 

He was compelled to accept it, however, be- 
cause of the assurances given by Wade and 
Chandler that the committee purposed to co- 
operate with the executive. Lincoln could not 
carry on the war without the support of the 
radical Republicans in Congress and therefore 
had to get along with them as best he could. 

Chandler’s biography boasted that the ‘com- 
mittee soon became a second cabinet counci!.” 
“Its sessions were nearly perpetual.” ‘Many of 
its transactions were never committed to paper, 
and as its members were sworn to atrict secrecy. 
will never be revealed.” 

Gideon Welles, Lincoln’s Secretary of the Navy 
described this committee as ‘a convenient ma- 
chine to cover up what the War Department 
wishes to cover up, and it can be directed against 
those that the War Department would assail.” 
Its attitude toward Lincoln may be judged from 
its report on Fremont's administration of the 
Western Department. Lincoln had properly re- 
voked Fremont’s premature and unauthorized 
emancipation order, but the committee unhesi- 
tatingly took sides with Fremont agains: the 
President. It praised Fremont’s notorious bun- 
gling and incompetence as “eminently character-

Nine months after Gettysburg the committee 
was still nagging Lincoln to remove Meade and re- 
instate Hooker. 

Apologists for the committee have had mucb 
to say about the invaluable military advice that 
it rendered to the Government. It is significant 
in this connection that none of the Union Gen- 
erals in his memoirs refers to any suggestion that 
ever came from the committee. Grant did not 
recognize its existence and never mentioned it 
as an agency of government. Sherman had noth- 
ing to say about it except the ridiculous episode of 
Butler's testimony. 

Abraham Lincoln was more competent to con- 
duct the Civil War than all the committees of a 
dézen Congressmen. If Congress had supported 
him honestly and refrained from playing poli- 
tics with the war the confli¢t might have been 
shortened by at least two years. 

Every lawful and necessary function which 
Congress has to perform in connection with the 
conduct of war can be done through the regular 
committees which have power to supervise and 
audit expenditures, summon witnesses, take tes- 
timony, investigate all matters that require in- 
vestigation and make whatever recommendations 
to the House and Senate that the situation de- 
mands. The proposal for a special Committee on 
the Conduct of the War is a proposal to enable 
a small group of politicians to embarrass and 
harass the President, nag Generals and Admirals, 
meddle with the work of administration officers 
and otherwise cripple the efficiency of the Gov- 
ernment in war. 


NO RAILROADING. 

The stock-jobbing in the so-called compromise 
deal between the city and the United Railways 
came to the surface at the first public hearing 
on the pending bills. Bond and stock holders, 
financiers, brokers and others interested in the 
United Railways and the deal demanded that 
one or the other of the bills be jammed through 
at once. 

Both bills provide that the United Railways 
shall have nine months for acceptance of the or- 
dinance after it is passed. Why should the city 
be forced to accept an ordinance at once, without 
consideration? 

The committee was right in resenting the effort 
to railroad the bills and planning for a thor- 
ough consideration of their provisions. Neither 
is acceptable in present form. ? 
yr Railroading one of the bills would assure a 
referendum and thus bring costly delay. 
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OUR INGENUOUS POLICE. 
Persons in the habit of thinking that the duties 
and associations of policemen, ever alertly look- 
ing out for violations of the law, must make them 
unduly suspicious, sorely misjudge these worthy 
gentlemen. Their naivete and ingenuvousness 
frequently are underrated. 

One who knows anything about how gam ling 
houses, are conducted, when they are conducted 
at all, would never imagine that two of them 
could be run in busy parts of St. Louis without 
the police suspecting it. The drawn blinds, the 
air of quiet, the furtiveness of approaching and

}departing clients, the mysterious sentinels who 


stop each stranger that enters—all this would 
be enough, one would fancy, to arouse even a po- 
liceman’s misgivings. 

That such a surmise is incorrect recent events 

seem to demonstrate. Craps games have been 
operated for some time past in buildings at 910 
North Broadway and 2934 Olive street.

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THE CARTOONIST OF CONGRESS. 
An interesting feature of the special election 
in the First Congressional District of North Da- 
kota is that the successful candidate was a news- 
paper cartoonist, John M. Baer, and that he ampli- 
fied the resources of spellbinding with chalk-talk 
diagrams of the campaign issues. 
That, however, was the least interesting fea- 
ture of the voting. Bye elections are not infre- 
quently significant. As the first one held in the 
West since the fall of 1916, this one has results 
especially worthy of attention. It marked the 
debut in national politics of the Nonpartisan 
League, which has heretofore exerted a powerful 
influence in North Dakota politics, but generally 
through the indorsement of candidates of the 
regular political parties. 
Baer was the nominee of the league only. Al- 
though the late member from the district, H’ T. 
Helgesen, Republican, was chosen eight months 
ago by a plurality of more than 7000, Baer beat 
his Republican opponent by 3000. North Da- 
kota, as ig still well remembered, voted for Pres- 
ident Wilson, but the Democratic candidate in 
the district made a poor showing and ran third.

These refugees seitled 
in and about London, and began tlie 
weaving of silks and the printing of 
chintz. 

The application of color had to be made 
by hand with a brush, because the ap- 
plication by blocks had not been mas- 
tered. The materiai in the days of Char- 
les II, James II and William and Mary. 
was rough, so much so that these rare 
ard valuable old cover:ngs were iter 
hicden beneath more fashionable fabrics. 
Some old walnut chairs have been found 
with chintz buried beneath some ugly 
Victorian horsehair. 

In Queen Anne’s time, 
ers became prosperous. 
owing to its increasing delicacy, met 
with great public approval, and it be- 
gan to supplart woven silks for the pur- 
poses of coverings and dresses. 

As a result; there arose bitter rivalry 
between the silk weavers and the calico 
printers, insomuch that a pamphleteer 
warfare was carried on in verse, and 
many funny and scathing rhymes were 
circulated regarding ‘‘the calico Dames,”’ 
et they, the wearers of the prints, were 
called. 

Many of the ideas are taken from the 
Chinese porcelain of the period. Exotic 
Chinese birds appear in the designs, Jika 
those on the Worcester ware of the pe- 
riod. 

The background for the tigures is 
white, overshot with a Duff, which gives 
to the colors a richness and softness of 
tone peculiarly of the period. Many ef 
these designs were made for the Oriental 
furniture of Chippendale. In some of 
the patterns of the covers of these 
chairs are Chinese vases full of flowers. 
The use of the rococo shell is also com- 
mon in this period. Line and proportion 
were ignored often in these quaint olj 
patterns—Gothic ruins set in the mids* 
of prunus flowers and palm trees oftea 
may be found. But the art is saved by 
its delicacy of detall. 

In the last quarter of the eighteent 
century machinery came generally ints 
use in the printing of calico; large facto- 
ries took over the work later, and the 
small printers moved from London tuo 
these centers. Wut hand block printing 
did not wholly pass away. To this day 
cretonnes and chintzes of the best are 
produced. During the reign of the Hep- 
plewhite and Sheraton furniture, the 
pattern returned to flow®rs, 


Once one has mastered the social his- 
tory written in these old prints, the 
pleasure of a stroi!l through an antique 
shop, an art institute, the salesroons 
of some of our most artistic upholsterers 
and wall paper manufacturers, is great- 
ly enhanced. One finds such a joy in 
being able to pick out this period design 
and that: it is like meeting familiar 
faces, shaking hands with old friend+. 
It ie gratifying to note that today these 
old chintz patterns are being admirably 
reproduced in the bert upholstery and 
wall paper, in cretonne, and in cotton 
fabrics.

To many swiminers, 
wise absolutely fearless in the 
the suspicion of a cramp is a n-rve- 
wrecker. But, according to Henry 
Elionsky, holder of the world’s long dis- 
tance swimming championship, that 1s 
because they do not employ the ecien- 
tific method of breathing when in the 
water. 


The rule which Elionsky gives to his 
pupils at Brighton Beach, New York, Is: 
“When in the water breathe through 
the mouth only and gulp the air, as you 
would if you were frightened or very 
much amazed on land.’’ The air thus 
inhaled is driven into the lungs in 
about five times the quantity rate 
breathed through the nose. 


A cramp is merely a contraction of 
the muscles caused by the penetration 
o* the cold. Obviously, it could not of 
itself cause drowning. Its worst effect 
is to cause a panic which throws the 
pater: off his guard, causing him to 
let the air out of his lungs and thus al- 
low the air passages to become filled 
with water. The safeguard against 


such a panic is absolute confidence in 
the floating power of the body andia 
demonstrable knowledge of the proper 

way to quickly fill the lungs to utmost 
capacity with alr. 

The moment a cramp ts felt, the swim, 
mer should turn on his back and begip 
to gulp the air, making no effort to keep 
himself from sinking... As he sinks he 
slowly exhales under water, through 
the mouth, with the lips puckered as fgr 
whistling. If it is a stomach cramp the 
knees will be drawn up against. :the 
abdomen, but the swimmer should force 
them out, pushing on them with both 
hands and using all his strength until 
they are fully extended. This wil no 
doubt cause-great pain for,a;few Agg- 
ends, but as soon, as the.legs are 
straightened out the cramp will vanish, 
and the body, buoyed up by the air in 
the lungs, will shoot up to the gurface. 
There, still inhaling in great gulps and 
exhaling ‘through puckered Ups, the 
swimmer may float until he regains his 
strength or ts picked up. 

In, case of cramp in the leg or arm 
the same system of breathing is_ fol- 
lowed and the affected part is straight- 
ened out by sheer strength.

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COMMONS TURNS 


‘DOWN RESOLUTION 
ON PEACE, 148.19 


Proposal Based on Reichstag 
- Action Made by MacDonald, 
Socialist and Labor Member. 


OPPOSED BY ASQUITH 


Former Premier Convinced 
Nothing Could Be Hoped For 


in Germans’ Present Temper. 


LONDON, July 2.—The ‘House of 
Commons, after employing the whole 
evening session in a discussion of a 
peace resolution moved by James Ram- 
say MacDonald, Socialist and Labor 
member, defeated it by a vote of 148 
io 19. 

The conviction was voiced in an im- 
portant. staternent by Herbert H. As- 
quith, the former Premier, that noth- 
ing was to be hoped from the present 
temper of the German Reichstag and 
people. 

The speech of Andrew Bonar Law, the 
Government leader in the House, dealt 
largely with the Russian crisis. He 
said that all the nations engaged were 
staggering under the blow, but that the 
resources of the allies were sufficient 
to make it absolutely certain that, un- 
less their hearts failed them, they must 
secure the results for which they en- 
tered the war. The struggle had reach- 
ed a point where it was a question of 
etaying power, and in this matter he 
hed absolute confidence in the allies. He 
was equally certain that, if anything 
could delay peace, it would be any sign 
of faltering. 

Philip Snowden, Socialist, said the de- 
bate disclosed that the British Gov- 
ernment, more than any other Delliger- 
ent, was standing in the way of an 
early settlement. He protested against 
more blood being shed to restore Al- 
sace-Lorraine to France. 

The resolution stated that the Ger- 
man Reichstag resolution favoring peace 
by an understanding expressed the prin- 
ciples for which Great Britain stood 
throughout, and called on the Govern- 
ment and the entente allies to restate 
their peace terms. Further, the reso- 
lution deolares the aliles should accept 
the Russian proposa! that the forthcom- 
ing allied conference on war aims should 
comprise representatives of the people 
and not solely spokesmen of the Gov- 
ernmont. The resolution was supported 
by Charles FP. Trevelyan, Hasting B. 
Lees-Smith and Arthur A. Ponsonby, 
Liberals, and Philip Snowden, Socialist. 

Asquith’s Position. 

In his speech Asquith said that after 
an obscure struggle in Berlin, in which 
for a time it seemed as if advocates of 
a relatively moderate policy would get 
their way, the military chief arrived on 
the scene and obtained the dismissal of 
the Imperial Chancellor, in whom the 
Emperor only a few days before had ex- 
pressed undoubted confidence. 

Peace, said Asquith, should become the 
supreme interest of mankind, but sub- 
ject to an all-important condition, 
namely, that it is a peace which does 
not defeat the purpose for which the 
great nations entered upon and have 
econtinuec the war and that it does not 
turn to waste the immeasurable loss 
and suffering which they had shared 
and are sharing in common. 

He welcomed the news that a confer- 
ence would be held early in the autumn 
on the invitation of the Russian Gov- 
ernment. Nothing but good could come 
of a plain restatement of the allies’ 
aime in a good cause. Two new facts of 
the present year, first, that Russia has 
ceased forever to be autocratic, and, 
second, the appearance, with all her 
moral and material forces, of the United 
States into the struggle, had a direct 
and practical bearing upon the opinion 
of the world as to the sincerity of the 
allies’ aims. 

Asquith thought that the German peo- 
ple were the greatest obstacle to peace, 
but said that was a matter for the 
German people themselves. So far as 
the allies were concerned, the best hope 
of peace, he said. was a frank and 
open statement, bothy by way of avowal 
and disavowal of the objects for which 
they Were fighting, and as a means to 
that end he welcomed the fullest use 
of all opportunities for an interchange 
of views between representatives of the 
great democracies. It could not be too 
clearly stated that this was a matter 
for the peoples, rather than the Gov- 
ernments. 


Sexe James Wardle chairman of 


the Labor Party in the House, speakirg 
in behalf of his party, frankly agreed 
with Asquith’s remarke and said that 
he Was unable to support the resolu- 
tion. The Reichstag did not represent 


.' 


the German people, and any negotia. 


tions could only be with the German 
Government; therefure, an international! 
Socialist conference would be useless. 
He saw no sign of repentance on-the 
part of the German Socialist majority, 
nor any desire to come to such an un- 
derstanding as the movers of the feso- 
lution suggested. 

Andrew Bonar Law, also opposing the 
resolution, said that if the views of ths 
movers of the resolution wore right, then 
this country had been guilty of the 
greatest crime ever committed in the 
history of the world. He contended 
that it was useless to base anything on 
the resolution passed by the Reichstag 
which did not have the smallest power. 
Germany never had stated her aime be- 

eause she knew she would be found out 
directly she put her peace terms down 
in black and white.

NEW YORK, July 26.—~The_ Eve- 
ning Post, in its copyrighted finan- 
cial review today says: 

“Business on the Stock SwypAnge 
today, was again conducted under the 
influence of the persistent uncertain- 
ties in our own economic end finan- 
cial position, to which was added 
the continued apprehension over the 
Russian outlook. That financial sen- 
timent should have run to @n exX- 
treme of pessimistic over recent Ae- 
velopments on the Eastern battle 
front was entirely in accord with 
precedent: and from that downheart- 
ed view there were today evidences 
of some reaction. 

“There always existed the possi- 
hilitv, as our ambassador at Petro- 
grad rointed out today, that disaster 
and demeralization among the ar- 
mies would clear the atmosphare and 
aid in the ests lishment of political 
unity at the capital; and ere dis- 
orders in the fighting forces have 
bee so largely mingled with poli- 
tics, as seems to have been the Case, 
any, improvement at Petrograd, the 
financial community believed, might 
in turn be reflected in greater sta- 
bility in the army. | 

“All such hopeful feeling. to be 
eure, was the result of little more 
than surmise, and left out of account 
the question whether it was possible 
to reorganize a military situation in 
the face of vigorous attacks by the 
enemy. 

“On the score of our own finan- 
cial preparations, Wall Street re- 
mained largely in the dark, as. to 
what extent the $5,000,000,000 asked 
for in the army estimates over-lapped 
the ex»enditures already estimated, 
and whether the estimates of eight 
to ten billién dollars were exclusivs 
of the sums appropriated before the 
close of the fiscal year. 

“Tf the amounts now proposed are 
in addition to those already appro- 

riated, amounting to more than six 
Billion dollars, the whole question of 
financial methods is again sharply 
raised, and the pragram of both tax- 
ation and of borrowing will call for 
the most substantial reshaping.

“Rates for Russian exchange Were ir- 
regular, at first moving nary in favor 
of Petrograd, and then falling below 
yesterday's level. Neutral exchanges 
increased their premium over the Amer- 
ican paritv—a movement on which some 
light is thrown by Bradstreet’s state- 
ment that exports of wheat for the week 
to date have been smaller than in any 
similar period in six years.
